Dropbox Storage and Backup 


by Mary Lohr 


Do you need a secure place to store a backup of your 
gedcom files, digitized photos and documents? A 
service called Dropbox (www.dropbox.com) pro- 
vides up to 2 gigabytes of free storage. You can 
install Dropbox software on your laptop or desktop 
computer and access the contents from either com- 
puter, thus allowing the contents to be synchronized 
from either computer. Since Dropbox is storage “in 
the cloud” you can also access it from any Internet- 
connected computer by logging on to the Dropbox 
website and entering your Dropbox password. 


Using this method eliminates the need for a CD or 
flash drive to transport your files. And you have the 
security of knowing your material (even non-geneal- 
ogy) is securely backed up off-site. This software, 
which is free to download and use, makes keeping 
track of your important files just a little easier.#

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A Member Profile: Mary Lohr 

t was being shown the tombstones of her great- 
feens in Grundy County, Iowa, 

that sparked Mary Lohr’s interest in geneal- 
ogy. More than 50 years later, that interest continues to 
grow. Initially, Mary did all her research the traditional 
way: interviewing relatives, writing letters, visiting 
cemeteries, libraries and courthouses. But she had little 
information on her ancestors prior to their USA immi- 
gration, so in 2002 she decided to “jump the pond” to 
learn more. 

Mary began by checking microfilmed records 
at the Ames Family History Center and remembers lit- 
erally shouting with excitement upon viewing the birth 
records of her great-grandparents in Logabirum and 
Rorichum, Germany. Many more rolls of microfilm, 
emails, message board inquiries, and consultations 
were to come. There were contacts with distant rela- 
tives and compilers of family history books in Liech- 
tenstein and Germany. Once she was even accused of 
stealing an ancestral surname. (That one remains a 
mystery since Mary doesn’t feel personally responsible 
for the name(s) her ancestors chose 175 years ago!) 

After discovering an ancestor’s name and 
information in a Groeneveld online database, Mary 
sent the webmaster a thank you. More exchanges of 
information followed, especially since the compiler, 
Hinrich Groeneveld, had no information on this line of 
the family after they left Germany in 1857. Mary and 
Hinrich discovered their common ancestry and docu- 
mented they were eighth cousins. When Hinrich and 
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Mary made contact 
with distant relatives 
& compilers of 
family history books 
like these to discover 
her German 
ancestry. 


Anke Groeneveld, residents of Moosburg, Germany, 
visited Mary and Jim Lohr in 2009 they made a trip to 
the Groeneveld graves in Grundy County.

They, too, 
have visited Mary and Jim.. None of these connections 
would have been possible without the Internet, email,-- 
and a dogged genealogy pursuit. 

Mary serves as pesident of SCGS, & 2nd VP of 
Iowa Genealogical Society. She is co-editor of SCGS 
website & events editor of the IGS website. Her re- 
search has covered besides Germany, The Netherlnds, 
Spain, Sweden, Ireland, Lucembourg and Liechten- 
stein.

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Reflections on TV series ‘Who Do You Think You Are?” 
by Gretchen Triplett-- 


when they immigrated, occupations, where they lived, are there long-lost relatives somewhere that might be fun to know. 


S ometime or other, many people get interested in their family history. For example, where the family came from, why and 


Most of us ask our parents and grandparents for details of this history, and sometimes we learn lots, other times we 
don’t learn much. I was reminded of this as I viewed a recent episode of the NBC TV program, Who Do You Think You Are? 


featuring Lionel Richie. It was certainly an interesting story! 


Lionel and his sister knew a little family history, but nothing about their great-grandfather! Lionel said she was the original 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’! If she didn’t want to talk about something, she just wouldn’t discuss it. And they wondered why. The problem 
was that at age 50 the great-grandfather had married a young girl aged 15, which was legal then. But seven years and two children 
later, he left them and was never heard from again. Was there something that brought shame and embarrassment? Who Do You Think 
You Are? helped answer a lot of questions! There are so many records out there, and photos, you just have to be diligent and keep 
looking—never give up. And never throw any bits and pieces of your own family away, no matter how inconsequential they may seem. 


Great-grandfather was important historically, as it turns out. He was deeply interested 
in social issues and was the founder and national leader organization that was a model 
that helped propel the civil rights movement, the Knights of Wise Men It provided a 


type of insurance for black men. 


Unfortunately, another officer absconded with all the funds. Lionel’s great man ended up as a cemetery caretaker in Nash- 
ville and was buried in the pauper’s section. Lionel was deeply affected by this discovery and stated that he found it unnerving and 


empowering... as he learned the true story of his family, he 
determined that his grandmother did not withhold this informa- 
tion about her father. More likely, she just never knew. 

And, on the death certificate was listed the name of his 
great great grandfather. This was the first mention of this name. 

Several aspects of this story hit home with me. I have this 
wonderfully arty quilt made up of badges sewn by my grand- 
mother. Most of the badges were labelled W.R.C., but I had 
no idea what all these badges were about. So, I had to do lots 
of research to find W.R.C. meant Woman’s Relief Corps. And 
I learned the part my grandmother and her life played in it. I 
spent hours and hours at the State Historical Society of Iowa 
studying the Dept. of Iowa history of the Woman’s Relief 
Corps, where I located a record of her services, and because she 
had served as president, pictures of her on file. 

n another line, I could not find the father’s name of 
QO: great grandmother. Her maiden name showed 
up on a Scott County marriage license. There on 

the death certificate in Carroll County was her father’s 
name. No, her mother’s name was not there, and I am still 
looking for it, but am confident it will be on the German 
church records and they are available. 

Then, I had a very tiny photo of my father, in winter, at 
a fence with sheep. This mystified me as the family were not 
farmers. There was another photo of a man with seven young- 
sters on a porch. Not a clue for this photo either. Well, eventu- 
ally I learned that the man’s wife, after 18 children, had died. 
He had an opportunity to go to Saskatchewan to operate a sheep 
farm, which he did for 12 years. It was my father’s paternal 
grandfather, and my father’s parents took their four children 
there for a visit with thoughts of relocating, but they returned to 
Iowa. 

The morale: don’t throw anything away ever, because 
eventually you will figure it out. And it is so humbling when 
you connect the dots.

About Jenny Chandler 1865-1922 


enny Chandler may have been among the first 
J women photojournalists. Examples of her work 
are on Page 1. She was born 3 Sept. 1865 in New 
Jersey to William Young and Mary Lewis Young, their 
only child named Jenny Randolph Young. Jenny was 
raised in Brooklyn where she moved when she was six 
when her father became city editor for the Brooklyn 
Sun newspaper and where she was raised by her father 
and stepmother. 

Jenny married at age 22 on 25 Apr. 1888, to William 
Goodnow Chandler, a salesman for a picture frame 
company. Her son, William Young Chandler was born 
12 October 1890. Jenny’s husband died just 2 months 
later of typhoid fever. Jenny began her photography 
career in 1890. In 1913 Jenny and her son, 23, moved 
to a townhouse in Brooklyn where she died in 1922. 

A later owner of this house, Betty R. K. Pierce do- 
nated 800 glass plate negatives by Jenny Chandler to 
the Henry Ford museum. More information available

Another Search Option

oes the staggering number of search results 
from a Google search leave you feeling a bit 
perplexed? If you are wanting a more focused set of 
results, consider using GenealogyInTime. 

GenealogyInTime (www.genealogyintime. 
com) describes itself as one of the top three online 
genealogy magazines in the world. The site features 
original material, all of which is free, and is an inter- 
esting combination of various search engines, articles, 
and resources. 

Although their search engines are identified as 
“powered by Google Custom Search” the results are 
filtered to include genealogy data, based upon the par- 
ticular data sets GenealogyInTime has defined. Thus, 
you are not likely to be presented with a million or so 
results. GenealogyInTime offers a more targeted set 
of hits. 

You can chose from the Genealogy Search En- 
gine (focusing on ancestral records), the Family Tree 
Search Engine (searches 1.6 billion names on the top 
family tree websites) or the Rare Book Search En- 
gines. In addition, there is a Genealogy Twitter Read- 
er, A Genealogy Blog Reader, and a Genealogy News 
Reader. And, like any worthwhile magazine, Gene- 
alogyInTime has a set of genealogy articles includ-

ing ones on locating living relatives and overcoming 
research brick walls. .In addition, there are other tools 
offered: a world time zone map, an interactive 1940 
map of Great Britain, and 500 free wallpaper images 
for your computer desktop. 

Despite all this information the GenealogyIn- 
Time website is amazingly uncluttered and very intui- 
tive to navigate. There is also a weekly newsletter you 
can opt to receive that updates what is being added to 
the site.# 

The only down side, in my experience, is that 
the site omits some search results you’d expect to find. 
When I searched “Heye Groeneveld” GenealogyIn- 
Time did not find any results. Google produced 674! 
This was perplexing since the Groeneveld Family site 
is the premier site for this family, is international in 
coverage, and contains more than 30,000 names in the 
database. Suggestion: use Google for broader results 
and GenealogyInTime for focused areas.#

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WHO’D A THUNK IT?

O* day a number of years ago, I was with 
a group of SCGS members attending a 
Federated Genealogical Society Meeting in 
eastern Iowa.

In the last few letters he is 
saying good-bye to his relatives and 
concerned about the fact that he fears 
that this country is headed for a Civil 
War. All in all a very interesting first 
hand account of American history, as 
well as my very own family history.#

I know you’re a little uncomfortable with 
other search engines entering your space, but you, 
Google, are a broad-based search engine. Mocavo is 
a vertical search engine that focuses on a specific seg- 
ment of online content, in this case genealogy. 

Yes, I know, Google, you’ve been around since 
March 1997, so act like the older and wiser sibling 
your are and be nice to Mocavo, born in March 2011. 

Mocavo is telling us it is “The largest free geneal- 
ogy and family search engine.” It is indexing free and 
widely-used genealogy data bases, including blogs, 
message boards, Findagrave, Internet Archive, sub- 
mitted family trees, some GenWeb content, and the 
list is being updated constantly. 
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Yes, Google, we have no doubts you are big and 
powerful. And we love you just the way you are, but 
Mocavo can help in this genealogy searching business 
and take some of the burden off you. You deserve a 
bit of a rest, and, don’t worry, we’ll always have a soft 
spot in our heart for you. We’ll let you do the really 
heavy lifting (just look at those muscles you’ ve devel- 
oped searching the web!), and we’ll give some of the 
routine searches to Mocavo.
